England was not alope subjected to Latin 
influence for almost four centuries, but had 
afterwards a double saturation of Gothonic 
influence from the Danes and Saxons, 
so that its folk-lore was, at best, of a mongrel 
type, but even this was virtually destroyed 
by the industrialisation of the last century. 

Up to the present time Ireland has not had 
any vigorous widespread movement to con- 
serve its folk-lore, but many indigiduals have 
done good work, continued the lecturer. A 
hundred years ago Crofton Croker was collect- 
ing folk tales in Munster, and in 1850 John 
O'Donovan, Nicholas O’Kearney, and others 
were writing on Irish folk-lore in the 
“Kilkenny Archeological Journal.’’ They were 
followed by such collectors as Sir William 
Wilde, lady Wilde, Jeremiah Curtin, William 
Larminie, and Colonel Wood-Martin, but all 
gave their own versions of the stories they 
had heard, and there is no means of discover- 
ing how much editing they had done to the 
material collected. 

It was not until the establishment of the 
‘‘Gaelic Journal ” that Irish folk-lore began 
to be treated scientifically, by having the tales 
and songs published in the words of the 
seanchaidhe or story-teller. Dr. Hyde's ex- 
ample and the founding of the Gaelic League 
set many others to work, and scores of Irish

stories and hundreds of songs have since. been 


published. 
WORK TO BE DONE. 


The magnitude of the work, however, is 
such that it cannot be left to chance in- 
dividuals. It must be tackled in an organised 
manner, so as to cover the whole country ; 
for in large areas no collections have vet been 
made, and if this\is not done within the next 
twenty vears the folk-lore of these areas will 
pass away. 

An interesting feature of Irish folk-lore, 
which is not found elsewhere in Europe, 3s 
that parallel with the stream of folk-tales 
and folk-songs there ran the manuscript 
tradition, and the two streams frequently 
lorrowed from each other. Among Irish folk- 
tales there are some that originated thousands 
of years prior to the Christian era, before 
the ancestors of the present Aryan or Indo- 
European races had begun to go off from 
their original homes. The same tales may 
be found in Gaelic, Slavonic or Sanscrit, In 
places thousands of miles apart, and with 
peoples out of contact with each other for 
over four thousand vears. 


A PROBLEM SOLVED. 
Historical and quasi-historical traditions 
were also commented on, and Mr. Morris 
toid how the river called the Slaney in 
which St. Patrick was said to have moored 
his boats was located.

“We, no doubt. suffer from economic dis- 
tress and political distractions, but we are 
not as distressed or distracted as Germany, 
yet the Germans are not forgetting their 
folk-lore We have to build up our agri- 
culture, but we have seen Denmark, almost 
in our own day. build up its agriculture 
without ro ens its folk-lore.’’ 

The Irish language, history and folk-lore 
are all complementary, and each will be 
study of the others. The 
preservation of Ireland's folk-lore, -therefore, 
should be ragarded as a national work by the 
Government, edneationists and literary men.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


‘THE CONSTANT NYMPH” 
AT THE CAPITOL. 


Miss Margaret Kennedy’s story almost has 
claims: to be regarded as a ‘“‘classic,’’ for 
certainly it~has withstood. the passage of the 
years very well. In novel form it sold in 
thousands in every country in the world; it 
ran for ten months when produced as a play, 
and it appeared as a silent picture in 1928. 
Apparently the public are still fond of it; for 
the latest version appears this week at the 
Capitol. 

Mr. Basil Dean’s adaptation sticks fairly 
closely to the original text, and the picture 1s 
worth seeing, even by those who are already 
acquainted with the story. It isa con- 
scientious rendering, however, rather than an 
inspired one. The production is better than 
adequate, but.one has a feeling that the lead- 
ing parts might have been better interpreted 
than they are.

DIPHTHERIA AND 
LEAD-POISONING. 
Filial one 
DOCTOR’S WARNING. 


A notable increase in the number of 
diphtheria cases—thirty-six notified in Co. 
Dublin during March—was mentioned by Dr. 
J. A. Harbison, Co. Medical Officer of 
Health, im his monthly” report presented to 
the Dublin Board of Health at the meeting 
held yesterday at 11 Parnell square, Dublin. 
Four cases in Balbriggan occurred in a 
caravan, and one of these died. Two of 18 
cases in the Clondalkin outhreak proved fatal. 
Since his last report on 15th of March, four- 
teen further cases occurred in the Clondalkin 
area, bringing the total for the area to 26 to 
date. It was now seven days since the last 
case had been removed to hospital, and he 
hoped that the outbreak might be regarded 
as having abated. 

Despite a warning in his last report, which 
had been widely circulated by the Press, a 
doctor was not called until the third or fourth 
day in three of the later cases, and one of 
these cases was at present seriously ill. He 
repeated the grave warning to the public of 
the necessity of seeking immediate attention 
for all children sufiering from sore throats; 
for, undoubtedly, this epidemic of 26 cases 
and two deaths was due to neglect in a few 
cases to seek medical attention. 

He awaited the sanction ef the Local Go. 
vernment Department to begin immunisation 
in the affected area. a 

While cases occurred all around the 
Saggart area, none occurred within this area, 
where immunisation had previously been 
carried out. 

Dr. Harbison also reported that in the 
children of a family living near the lead mines 
at Ballycorus mild symptoms of lead poison 
had been discovered. Parents in the area 
were warned of the danger of using well water 
in the vicinity. 

The Board decided that the well referred 
to be closed at once, and it was stated that 
it had already heen decided to extend a water 
supply to the locality.

WHY SHE WAS EXPELLED

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 BRITISH TRADE IN MARCH. 


ANOTHER BATCH OF GOOD FIGURES. 


The British Board of Trade returns for 
March, issued yesterday, show :— 

British imports totalling £61,969,627, an in- 
crease on February of £4,615,648, and on last 
March of £5,618,015. | 

British exports totalling £33,068,530, an 
advance of £3,008,079 on February and of 
£517,809 on March, 1933. | 

Two working days were lost during last 
month owing to the Easter holidays. ‘The 
average imports for the twenty-five working 
days of last month was £2,480,000, as against 
£2,087,000 for the twenty-seven working days 
of the preceding March. The average exports 
for the twenty-five working days of last 
month was £1,322,000, as against £1,205,000 
for March, 1933. It should also be remem- 
bered with regard to the latter month that 
the figures reached then were during a spurt, 
which-was not maintained. It is again satis- 
factory to report that much the greater part 
of the increase in imports is due to the big 
influx of raw materials, which indicates 
additional employment in —_ every 
one of Britain’s staple industries. In fact, 
in every classification of the imports of 
raw materials and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured there was an increase last month on 
the total for March, 1933. 

There was only one outstanding decrease, 
this being £422,248 on a total of £2,757;109 
for oils, fats, and resins manufactured. 

The imports of food, drink and tobacco 
show a decline of £525,990, those of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured 


factured rose by £711,508, 


an advance of £4,090,804, while articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured increased by 


538. 
UNSATISFACTORY FEATURES. 

There were three unsatisfactory features of 
British exports last month when compared 
with the previous March, these being the 
substantial declines in coal, vehicles and 
cotton yarns and manufactures. 3 

Coal fell by £355,542 to a total of 
£2,296,353; cotton yarns and manufactures 
were down by £747,042, their value being 
£5,017,861; while vehicles, which include 
locomotives, ‘ships and aircraft, dropped by 
£987,694, the aggregate being £1,906,622. 

In spite of these heavy declines, the exports 
of raw materials and articles mainly unmanv- 
and those of 
articles wholly or mamly manufactured by 
£212,356. 

For the first quarter of the year imports 
were valued at £183,844,560, an advance on 
the comparative period of 1933 of £24,690,798. 

British exports for the three months aggre- 
gated £94,718,255, which is an advance on the 
similar period of last year of £5,011,995. 

As far as the visible trade for the three 
months is concerned, this shows an adverse 
balance of imports over exports. of 
£89 126,305. 

Re-exports for March totalled £5,631,427, 
an increase on March, 1933, of £1,648,407. 
For the three months they were valued at 
£14,906,413, which is an advance on’ the 
comparative period of 1933 of £2,285,230.

It was a libel to say that thev were so 
much concerned with heavenly things that 
they overlooked worldly troubles, declared the 
Bishop of Meath at the annual meeting of 
the Church of Ireland Labour Yard, held yes- 
terday at the Labour Home, Ringsend, 
Dubhn.

That institution, working in connection 
with the Church Army, was showing to the 
people of Ireland, as a whole, that the Chris- 
tian Church did concern itself in the most 
practical way with the troubles ot those who 
were out of work. One did come across 
cases of men who did not want work, but it 
was worth while running the risk of disap- 
pointnient if they succeeded in lifting up 
some of those who had fallen on evil days. 


THE SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

Speaking of th: problem of unemploymert, 
Canon E. J. Young, B.D., said that the dole 
was of little use to a family. What they 
wanted to do was to help a man to recover 
his status as a citizen, and to re-establish his 
self-respect. He said that the subscriptions 
for the year had been most disappointing. 
and suggested that people could help the yard 
by ordering their firewood from it. 

Captain H. J. Savag: said twelve months 
before the Salvation Army thought of social 
work Trependary Carlile had forestalled 
them in the Church Army. All that they 
were concerned with when a man came to 
them was his need: his need was his creed. 
by allowing the mew to work, in return thev 
enabled them to keep their self-respect. They 
paid the men more than outside firms, so 
that no one could say they were taking ad- 
vantage .of them. ' 


THE REPORT. 
The annual report, read by the Rev. QN. 
E. Weir, M.A., showed that during the year 
expenditure exceeded income by £92. Wages, 
at £1,292, was the heaviest item; woods and 
tyres caine to £555, and food to £355.

GALWAY MAN’S 
DEATH IN DUBLIN. 


FOUND UNCONSCIOUS. IN 
THE STREET. 


- 


Death in accordance with the medical 
evidence was the verdict by the Dublin City 
Coroner, Dr. D. A. MacErlean, and a jury, 
who held an inquest in Jervis Street Hospital 
yesterday on the body of Mr. James H. 
Conlon, aged 65, commercial traveller, Salt- 
hill, Galway, who was found lying in a 
semi-conscious state in O'Connell street on 
Friday night, and died later in the institu- 
tion. 

The jury added a rider that they had not 
sufficient evidence to show how Mr, Conlon 
came by his injuries, and expressed sympathy 
with the relatives. 

Dr. Deasy, house surgeon, stated that Mr. 
Conlon was conscious when admitted to 
hospital, but later lapsed into unconscious- 
ness, and died six hours afterwards without 
making a statement. The injuries included 
an extensive fracture of the skull, and death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage. 

Civic Guard Broslan said that he found 
Mr. Conlon lying in the centre of the road- 
way opposite Cathal Brugha street on Friday 
night, and he was being attended by a St. 
John Ambulance man. In the hospital he 
told the witness that he attempted to board 
a tram going to Glasnevin while it was in 
motion, missed his footing, and fell on his 
head on the roadway. He could not give 
the number of the tram. 

James Gannon, of the St. John Ambulance 
Corps, stated that a girl came to him in 
the hut in O’Connell street and said that a 
man had been hit by a tramecar. The man 
was carried to the hut, but did not speak. 

Mr. Gearoid O'Sullivan, barrister-at-law 
(instructed by Mr, Noyk; solicitor), -who 
appeared for the next-of-kin, said there was 
an extraordinary amount of mystery about 
this accident. He thought that some in- 
formation might be available later from 
witnesses leaving the Savoy Cinema that 
night. 

Mr. Gerald Byrne, for the Tramway Com- 
pany, said that the accident was not seen 
on Friday might by any employé of the 
company. He tendered the sympathy of the 
company to the next-of-kin. 

The Coroner said that‘it was peculiar that 
there was no eye-witness of the occurrence 
that night, but it was a very wet night: They 
had a statement from the man himself that 
he fell while boarding a tram, but then his 
body was found on the other side of the 
The whole thing was sur- 
rounded by mystery, and the witnesses could 
throw very little light on the occurrence, 
and he was sure -they were telling the truth.

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Mr. Churchill’s Challenge. 


Although the House of Commons has 
grown accustomed to ‘‘ scenes’’ of one 
kind and another during the last few 
years, its proceedings seldom can have 
caused such excitement as those of yester- 
day. In a sentence, Mr. Winston 
Churchill accused the Secretary for India 
and the Earl of Derby, in their capacity as 
members of the Joint Select Committee 
on India, of committing a ‘breach of 
privilege. For a year past the Joint 
Select Committee has been listening to 
evidence in regard to the Government’s 
proposals for a new Indian Constitution. 
According to Mr. Churchill, in the spring 
of last year the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce formulated its evidence on this 
subject, printed the evidence, and sub- 
mitted it to the Committee. Immediately, 
he alleges, there ensued a ‘‘long series of 
negotiations, amounting to pressure, to 
procure a fundamental alteration of the 
evidence,"’ and, as a result of this pres- 


and Lord Derby, the Chamber ef Com- 
merce was‘ induced to withdraw its 
evidence. Afterwards the Chamber was 
represented on a mission to India. Its 
delegates were approached with the 
suggestion that they should ask for the 
alteration of the evidence. They refused 
point-blank, and urged that it should be 
published in its original form.

The Academy of Letters. 


There wil] be general approval of Mr. 
John Masefield’s 
Harmsworth Literary Award. 
conferred by the Irish Academy of Letters, 
is given for the best work of imaginative 
prose published during the year by an 
Irish author, and the honour for 1933 has 
fallen upon Lord Dunsany by virtue of his 
novel, ‘‘ The Curse of the Wise Woman. ' 
That novel, as the reading public was 
swift to recognise, set the seal upon Lord 
Dunsany’s already established rank as o. e 
of the foremost masters of modern English. 
If all the awards conferred by the Academy 
oí. Letters are bestowed with judgment as 
sure as that which Mr. Masetield has 
brought to the task, they will do a very 
real service to Irish literature. The 
Academy's array of celebrated names is 
sufficient guarantee that any award which 
it may confer must be regarded as a high 
honour. Here in Ireland we have a 
lamentable tendency to belittle our own 
institutions, and to jibe at men of our own 
race who have attained international 
eminence; and, in accordance with that 
habit, we have not allowed the Academy of 
Letters the respect which its name connotes 
in other and larger circles. Is it any 
wonder that so many of our literary men 
and artists leave Ireland for countries 
where their work will find a response in 
keeping with its merits? It always has 
been the same, and probably it always will 
be the same. We cannot expect that 
Ireland will become again a centre of 
literature—at least, until the whole outlook 
of her people changes—but, if the Academy 
of Letters can maintain a link between our 
country and its exiled artists, it will have 
a just claim to the nation's gratitude,

Two boys who were playing tops on the 
street at the time were knocked unconscieys 
and one lost an eye. 

Alex. McDonald,-a boy of nine years, said 
that he was whipping a top on the roadway 
when he saw two bareheaded men coming 
down the street. He heard MecGrory’s 
window being broken. . “ 1 looked Py said 
the child, "“ and the house fell.’’ e added 
that he was then knocked unconscious and 
remembered no more. 

Joseph MeGrory said that in Jannary he 
had acted as guide for a man who was col- 
lecting funds for General Q’Duffy’s party in 
Dundalk. While he was sitting in .a motor 
car outside a local factory armed men took 
him to a laneway and tied him up. He was 
detained for an hour and a balf, and freed 
himself. Later two men were charged before 
the Military Tribunal and sentenced. As he 
came from the sitting of the Tribunal at 
which he had given evidence ‘a number of 
people shook their hands at him, and he was 
under police protection ever since. On the 
night of the bombing of his house he and 
his father left to go to devotions, and other 
visitors also left. When the bomb was 
thrown his mother was alone in the house. 
He heard the explosion, and when he went 
home he found that the street was littered 
with debris and the house was blown away. 
His mother was found in the ruins and was 
removed to hospital. The house was blown 
up either a land mine or a bomb.

Thomas Whelan, Golden lane, Dublin, 
dairyman, sued Liam McNieve, Eaton road, 
Terenure, County Dublin, for £50 damages 
for personal injuries and business loss sus- 
tained by the plaintiff by reason of the 
alleged negligence of the defendant in the 
driving of a motor car at Kimmage cross- 
roads on the 13th of July last.
